One  of  Bowman  Gray's  most  respected  and  appreciated  faculty 
Tfibers.  Dr,  David  K,  Sundberg.  passed  away  following  a  long  illness 
April  11,  1997,  at  the  age  of  52.    He  had  taught  the  physiology  and 
rmacology  of  the  autonomic  nervous  system  and  related  drugs  to  21 
rs  of  medical  student  classes.    He  was  also  very  active  in  educational 
grams  as  a  member  of  the  medical  school  admissions  committee  and 
graduate  school  council,  as  an  instructor  in  NCBH  residency 
grams,  a  facilitator  in  the  parallel  curriculum,  and  as  research  advisor 
raduate  students  and  post-doctoral  fellows, 

A  native  of  Seattle,  Washington,  Dr.  Sundberg  received  a  Ph.D.  at  the 
versity  of  Texas  in  Dallas  and  continued  with  post-doctoral  fellow- 
is  ai  the  University  of  Manchester  in  England  and  the  University  of 
iiester,  New  York,  prior  to  coming  to  Bowman  Gray  in  1976.   He  had 
lutstanding  research  career  studying  the  role  of  neuroendocrine 
iiidt^s,  that  resulted  in  more  than  50  papers  and  book  chapters  and  an 
al  number  of  presentations  at  national  and  international  research 
i-tings.   He  was  a  frequent  reviewer  for  prestigious  journals  in 
ocrine  fields,  and  also  for  NIH  research  grant  proposals.   Dr. 
dberg  had  recently  received  NIH  funding  to  study  the  effects  of 
)hol  on  brain  peptides,  and  was  the  Bowman  Gray  representative  to 
North  Carolina  Governor's  Institute  on  Alcohol'and  Substance  Abuse. 


Dr,  Sundberg,  in  addition  to  being  a  great  scientist  and  educator, 
was  a  talented  artist.  He  enjoyed  working  in  a  number  of  mediums, 
including  painting,  drawing,  watercolors.  sculpture,  stained  glass,  and 
etching.    His  work  is  among  the  art  collections  ofmany  Bowman  Gray 
faculty  and  friends.    Dr.  Sundberg  brought  his  artistic  approach  to 
teaching  as  well,  with  creative  and  original  illustrations  in  his  scholarh 
research  articles  and  classic  textbook  chapters.   The  medical  students 
have  shown  that  they  appreciate  these  efforts  with  several  nominations 
for  teaching  awards.    In  addition  to  science  and  visual  arts,  Dr. 
Sundberg  also  enjoyed  music.    He  was  an  accomplished  musician  and 
played  piano,  violin,  guitar,  and  mandolin  .    He  was  known  to  keep 
guitars  and  other  instruments  in  his  office  to  pluck  and  sing  when  the 
mood  struck  him.    He  and  several  members  of  the  BGSM  faculty  and 
students  have  performed  in  the  biannual  medical  school  talent  shows. 

A  fund  in  memory  of  Dr.  Sundberg  is  being  created  to  provide 
support  for  Bowman  Gray  students  conducting  research  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology.   Alumni  and  friends  interested 
in  contributing  support  to  the  fund  may  contact  IVIs.

1""/  marked  the  end  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine. 
On  October  3rd,  the  Wake  Forest  board  of  trustees  voted  to  change  the 
name  of  the  school  to  the  Wake  Forest  Universit\'  School  of  Medicine. 
The  move  was  made  as  part  of  a  restructuring  plan  for  the  school  and 
medical  center.  The  medical  center  will  now  be  officially  named  the  Wake 
Forest  Uni%ersity  Baptist  Medical  Center.   This  was  done  in  order  to 
increase  recognition  of  the  school's  name  and  emphasize  the  medical 
schools  union  with  the  uni\'ersit)',  according  to  Dr.  Richard  R.  Dean, 
director  of  the  medical  center.    For  the  last  56  years  the  school  has  carried 
the  name  of  Bowman  Gray,  a  former  president  of  R.J.  Reynolds  tobacco 
company  ■^\'ho  donated  mone\-  to  the  medical  school  of  Wake  Forest 


College  in  19^1.    His  support  allowed  the  medical  school  to  become  a 
four-year  school  and  to  move  to  Winston-Salem  from  Wake  Forest,  N.C. 
The  medical  school  campus  will  still  be  named  the  Bowman  Gray 
campus  in  recognition  of  the  Gray  family.    The  name  change  may  have 
caused  a  few  clerical  headaches  here  and  there,  but  overall  most  feel  it 
will  be  a  positive  move  for  both  the  medical  school  and  the  university. 
For  now.  the  name  on  the  side  of  the  building  still  reads  "Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine",  but  that  will  surely  change.    Still,  whatever  the 
name,  it  is  one  we  can  all  be  proud  of.    The  tradition  of  excellence  that 
was  started  over  50  years  ago  will  continue  for  years  to  come.
